None of the cited references teaches or suggests a driving method of a display 
device that includes: simultaneously reading from a single display data RAM N-bit 
display data for each of the plurality of segment electrodes, the single display data RAM 
having an address space in which the display data is organized according to the groups 
of pixels defined by the commonly selected electrodes and respective segment 
electrodes and bit positions for pixels in the 

particular group, the display data being further organized such that for each of L 
pixels in a particular group, L upper bits, one for each of the L pixels, are stored 
contiguously in the first sub-group and L lower bits, one for each of the L pixels, 
are stored contiguously in the second sub-group adjacent to the first sub-group 

as disclosed in claims 1 and 8. The closest art (Shingo and Furukawa) disclose related 
drivers, either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate suggest these limitations 
obvious.
